That, the Gariſon ſhould be pay'd by His Majeſty ; and 
that the Governor ſhould promiſe, that in caſe T ſhould 
really do any thing againſt the King's intereſt, he would 
put-the Cittadel into his hands. "The fame Expedient 
was very near made uſe of by the late King your Father, 


being in this Country in perſon, much more might His 
Majeſty have been ſatisfied with it, having Pipnerol, 
Caſſal, Verrue, and ſome of my Troops in his poſſeſſion.
